New York, April 13.—Absolute inac-1 


tion so far as any court proceedings 
5s concerned ensued in the Thaw case 
today following the intense strain and 
feverish interest of many weeks that 
the trial was under way. None of the 
lawyers In the proceedings was at 
his office1 during the early hours of 


}' 
the morning, all of them having been 
completely exhausted by the long wait 
for the jury to 
bring in its 
report. 


There was some confusion also today 
as to just what attorneys will do the 
talking for the Thaw side in the fu- 
ture. 
Harry Thaw passed a restless 


night in the Tombs, but according to 
the attendant slept three or four hours 
In the course of the night. He was up 
early and after breakfast spent consid- 
erable time looking through the news- 
papers. 


Prisoner Had Nothing to Say. 


The reporters were on hand early 


and sent up a note to him only to re- 
ceive the reply that he had "nothing 
to say jtiat at this time/' 


To a question from one of- the news- 


paper men asking what lawyer they 
should see to obtain information re- 
garding a second trial, he replied that 
he did not care to say until he had 
consulted with his family. His mother 
and wife are expected at the Tombs 
during the day. 


The first question to be decided by 


the Thaw side Is that of applying for 
the release of the defendant on bail. 
District Attorney Jerome 
has 
said 


' that, a second trial 
can 
hardly be 


reached before October or November 
and it will be urged that it will'be a 
great hardship to keep Thaw in prison 
during the months of waiting, when

Asks Harry Thaw for Money. 


He declared that he wrote to EVQ- 


lyn that he was sorry and asked her 
for $100 
to pay debts he had con- 


tracted in New York, but he added 
"she seems to bo somewhat bitter ai 
me yet and will not see me. She an- 
swered that Bho 
did 
not have tho 


money." 


Perhaps he was wrong in coming to 


New York, but his parents were re- 
sponsible for that, he wrote, adding 
that he is now true to Thaw's cause. 
He then 
appeals to Thaw for the 


money which Evelyn did not send to 
him and declares that he would rath- 
er kill himself than go to "certain per- 
sons in this city for help;" that he 
will not write home for money and at 
times has felt "like ending it all."

Brown Discusses Matter. 


Mr. Brown, when seen last night,

aid he, "and Governor Hanly did not 
ign the Grieger bill untL during the 
afternoon of that day, and notifica-

Mr. Brown insisted that he had paid 


he $6,641.02 over in pursuance to an 
ict passed by the legislature of 1905 
•elating to the conduct of his office 
•md to fees therein. Ke could not re- 
call the title of the act.

., 1907. From that time on to Feb. 
26, he said last, night, he was engaged 
in preparing a report of the fees he
